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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Loudon School Board and Citizens: 


Herewith I respectfully submit for your considera- 
tion my first annual report as superintendent of the 
Loudon schools, in which I shall make but few comments 
on the usual statistics in order that emphasis may be 
placed on a few fundamental and vital problems that 
must be faced in the future. 


Teachers 


No changes in the teaching force have occurred during 
or at the end of the school year although, because of 
of the opening of the Osborne school, one new teacher 
was added. The following is a list of the names of the 
present teachers together with their positions, salaries, 
and so forth:

Instruction 


Only one complete new adoption has been made in 
textbooks in the Loudon schools during the present year. 
In the first grade there has been adopted a series of 
basal readers in which the children are greatly inter- 
ested. Correlated with the readers is a set of work- 


WE 


books which give the child extensive practice in silent 
reading and incidentally in handwork, art, handwriting 
and arithmetic, and help greatly in solving the problem 
of keeping the first grade children profitably employed. 


Closely related to the development of reading abilities 
through the new system of reading, is the use of current 
events papers in all grades except the first. These 
papers, which are entitled “My Weekly Readers” for 
grades three to seven and “The Junior Review” for 
grade eight, give an opportunity for valuable practice in 
the-mechanics of silent reading and contain material 
that is most helpful to children in forming worthwhile 
attitudes towards and concepts of our present day social 
and economic problems. Pupils and teachers are very 
much interested in them and many parents have spoken 
to me of the value of this material. 


Most of the other new books which have been bought 
have been to complete the adoptions started during the 
past few years by my predecessor, Superintendent Sum- 
ner. In the Osborne school, however, practically all 
books in use there have had to be bought new because 
of the increased enrollment this year in the Loudon 
Schools. Next year plans should be made for intro- 
ducing a new set of geographies for the third grade, 
social science books for the eighth grade, histories for 
the sixth grade, study-type readers in the intermediate 
grades and music books for all grades. 


As far as possible the old worn-out books were re- 
turned for credit towards the new ones and credit 
memoranda have already been received for about $55.00 
for the books so returned. 


Federal Milk 


Beginning November 6, 1933, thirty-seven half-pint 
bottles of milk are being delivered at the schools each 
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day for undernourished children. The milk is furnished 
by local farmers and is paid for by the Federal Govern- 
ment. This service means a great deal to the health 
and physical development of these children. 


Health Supervision 


he examination of the 126 pupils by the examining 
physician, W. H. Mitchell, and the school nurse, Ruth 
B. Whitcomb, showed that all pupils except one were 
vaccinated or had been properly excused by the Board 
of health. Nineteen pupils were at least 10% under 
weight, nineteen were laboring under the difficulty of 
uncorrected defective vision, one had defective hearing, 
eighty-three had defective teeth, eleven had diseased 
tonsils, two had defective breathing and one had en- 
larged glands. During the year six cases of pediculosis 
were discovered and six cases of skin disease. Since 
the previous examination by the physician the number 


~ of defects that have been corrected were as follows: 


defective vision one, defective teeth eight, and diseased 
tonsils one. Ninety-three pupils at the Village, Pearl 
and Yellow schools were tested for hearing defects in 
January, 1933, with an audiometer. One child in each of 
the three schools was found with defective hearing. 


The proportion of all children who have serious phys- 
ical defects is very high. A child suffering with aching 
eyes, an ulcerated tooth or a sore throat cannot work 
efficiently, yet over two-thirds of the children in Loudon 
schools are constantly subject to distress in one or more 
of these ways. Nearly all of the defects reported are 
correctable. Is it really necessary that these children 
continue to carry their health handicaps? I do not 
believe it is, with the medical and nursing service that 
is now available.

There is much un- 
necessary tardiness and I hope all will cooperate this 
year in correcting this condition. Pupils not present at 
the opening exercises lose much in the way of school 
spirit and often miss getting the assignments which are 
vital for good progress.

It 
is likely then that about twenty-nine will be attending 
high schools next year for whom about $2,600 will be 
needed for high school tuitions.

PROMOTIONS TO HIGH SCHOOL 


The following nine pupils received certificates of 
admission to high school in June: Norman G. Flagg, 
Phyllis A. Moore, Freeman J. Pearl, Kenneth C. Pearl, 
H. Albert Pitman,‘ Grace W. Smith, Alvin Jenness, 
Gladys E. Frost, and Mildred Torrey. 

Four of these nine pupils entered high school last 
fall and two others have returned to local schools for 
ninth grade instruction and one for eight grade. 


FINANCES 


In the school board’s financial estimate it may 
be noticed that a deficit for the current year of about 
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$500.00 is expected. The reasons for this are many. 
Most of the saving expected to be made in transporta- 
tion by opening the Osborne school has had to be used 
for other transportation routes, and the income from 
Pittsfield for tuition this year will all be used for making 
the building usable, so that there is only the saving of 
$270.00, that was expected would be paid to Pittsfield, 
to go towards the teacher’s salary, janitor service, fuel, 
books, and other supplies. The over estimate last spring 
of $160.00 in State Aid, a bill of $89.79 from last year 
from Concord on high school tuitions, and an increase of 
about twenty in the number of pupils in school, have 
also added to the difficulty. 


In comparing the amount estimated to be needed next 
year with the amount raised last spring, it should be 
borne in mind that the latter amount lacked $500.00 of 
meeting the needs this year. If this $500.00 that is 
now needed to carry through the rest of the year had 
been raised last spring, your appropriation would have 
been $9,424.00 as compared with the request for 
$9,317.00 for next year. 


REORGANIZATION OF THE SUPERVISORY UNION 


The New Hampshire Legislature, at its last session, 
required the elimination of some of the supervisory 
unions in the state. In the reorganization by the State 
Board of Education that followed, Gilmanton was re- 
moved from the Pittsfield union and Loudon was added. 
This change became effective July 1, 1933. As the 
legislature also required that more supervisory unions 
be discontinued next year, when Superintendent Henry 
S. Roberts of the Suncook union resigned on August 31, 
1938, the State Board of Education divided his union 
among the neighboring unions, putting the school dis- 
tricts of Allenstown and Pembroke onto the Pittsfield 
union. This change became effective September 1, 1933. 
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This supervisory union now consists of the school dis- 
tricts of Pittsfield, Allenstown, Barnstead, Chichester, 
Loudon and Pembroke. This large increase in territory, 
teachers and pupils has made it necessary for the super- 
intendent to spend less time in each school than formerly 
but the added load has been somewhat lessened by the 
providing of some clerical assistance in the superinten- 
dent's office. It is likely that, because of the policy of 
increasing the size of the supervisory unions which the 
legislature forced upon the State Board of Education, 
this supervisory union will continue for some time with 
about its present size. 


FACING THE FUTURE 


When a group of small boys gather to play baseball 
in a vacant lot or a neighbor’s pasture they first decide 
on the location of the home plate and first base. After 
a few minutes’ play they may wonder if first base is in 
the best place. Our boys and girls in school have run 
well from home plate to first base but it may be worth 
our while to wonder if first base is in the best place—if 
the goals we are setting up for them are the most desir- 
able. 


_ There is no question that the kind of life for which 
our present educational system was designed to train 
is radically different from the life American people find 
themselves now living or from that which they are 
likely to live during the next few decades. No one can 
tell with any degree of certainty what problems will be 
faced by the children now in our schools when they are 
adults, but our present-day leaders are unanimous in 
the opinion that those problems will be radically dif- 
ferent from those the present and past generations have 
been facing. 'The best we can do is to look to these 
leaders for the determination of our objectives, so I 
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respectfully request that you give your attention to 
some of the remarks relative to education made recently 
by President Roosevelt and some of his closest advisers, 
and to what it seems to me are some of the most vital 
implications of those remarks to our local schools. 


President Roosevelt recently said, “Our present edu- 
cational provisions do not meet the needs of all children 
up to sixteen. Newer, more significant, types of prepa- 
ration for satisfactory living must be evolved in our 
school system, so that if we prohibit the employment of 
children up to sixteen, we may at the same time provide 
fruitful experiences to fill these years and turn out more 
valuable citizens to the State and to industry when they 
do enter on their productive years.” There are too many 
vital things today for our children to learn to make it 
profitable for them to learn things just for the sake of 
knowing them. One of the great weaknesses in our 
present-day social order is the inefficiency of so many 
homes in the proper training and care of children. Why 
do we spend the time of the future mothers in teaching 
them how to figure bank discount, which they will never 
‘ use, and teach them nothing about budgeting the family 
income or the relative values of fresh and canned orange 
juice when they would use such knowledge all 
their lives? Why do we teach boys whether to use 
who are whom in this sentence, “He is fortunate who 
or whom the king favors,” and make no provisions for 
teaching them the value of direct sunlight in healthy 
growth? 


George H. Dern, Secretary of War, recently stated, 
“In a country where the people rule they must be en- 
lightened in order to rule wisely and well. It is the 
task of the teacher to enlighten them, and hence it 
depends upon the teacher whether or not this country 
shall have good government in the next generation.” 
I ask you then, “What kind of teachers are needed?” 
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Is the ability of one to do examples in arithmetic with- 
out mistakes worth more than the ability of another to 
get children to direct their own activities, both inde- 
pendently and collectively, happily and intelligently? 
As Claude A. Swanson, Secretary of the Navy, stated 
in a recent report, “Ambition lies dormant in the young 
mind until some teacher fans the fires of aspiration and 
makes them flame with the hope of achievement.” 

The enlarged responsibilities of the schools are in the 
mind of Harry L. Hopkins, Administrator, Federal 
Emergency Relief, when he says, ‘““There is a responsi- 
bility for developing a program for leisure time. After 
all, we are going to acquire some new values. The day 
for people to make enormous sums of money is over. 
A new situation has developed. School people will have 
to teach something more than making a living.” Music, 
art, literature, and games have important places in the 
schools of today. 


Whose duty is it to give the child an opportunity to 
receive an education and see to it that he makes use of 
the chance? Jesse H. Jones, Chairman, Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, says, “The enlightened world, 
after centuries of progress, has concluded that every 
child is entitled to the opportunity for education. Failure 
to grasp this opportunity is one of the greatest handi- 
caps to which anyone may subject himself, no matter 
what line of endeavor he may intend to enter.” It is 
the duty of organized society, or government, to see 
that the child; every child, is educated to the limit of his 
capacity. 


Does the education of yesterday fit the needs of to- 
day and tomorrow? ‘Ina rapidly changing world with 
a rapidly increasing body of significant human know- 
ledge, education cannot be static,” recently said Arthur 
E. Morgan, Chairman, Tennessee Valley Authority. The 
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solutions we have worked out for our old problems are 
not sufficient for present or future problems because 
the problems we are now facing are not like those of the 
past. If our society is to endure, our schools must 
change with the changes in our social order. The read- 
ing, writing, and arithmetic that met our needs a 
generation ago will not meet the needs of the next gene- 
ration. Our society is getting more complex and our 
schools must be broadened to meet its needs. 
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
